"Ths best time to cultivate corn Is 


befor* it Is planted," R. W. Stark of 
the crop production department of 
th» University of Illinois, «a!d In re- 
ferring to th« proper procedure in 
preparing the seedbed for corn. 


He said the essential 
conditions 


for a good seedbed for corn include: 


"A fairly compact yet sufficiently 


deep and loose soil to permit 
the 


free and vigorous development 
of 


the corn root system thoughout the 
entire surface' soil. There should be 
no hard clod wast*, areas, 


"All crop residues) including weeds 


and corn stalks will be turned un- 
der. 


"Good contact between 
the fur- 


row slice rnd the subsoil which will 
permit moisture to pass up from be- 
low. 


"Absolute freedom frcm weeds." 
"It makes no d'fftrence," he con- 


tinued, "how these 
conditions 
are 


obtained, so long 
as the 
methods 


employed are as economical of time 
and labor as Is possible. 


SUGGESTS METHOD. 


"A method which may be 
very 


generally applied is as follow: For 
preparation in 
ths spring, 
double 


disk the land to cut up corn stalks 
and other trash and to form a layer 
of pulverized soil which 
will 
be 


turned under next to the bottom of 
the furrow. Then plow. The depth 
will depend upon the season of the 
year and the character of soil. 


Fall plowing may well ba deeper 


than 
spring 
plowing 
and 
heavy 


soils need to be broken deeper than 
light soils. In general, five to seven

depth. Immediately after plowing, if

James Furnam Roach, who was a 
roamber of tha board of education 
ftt the time the building was erected.

Vest rooms of the present building.

contract was let to Wright and Butts 
to erec^ the building for $13,101. The

Illinois Central System 


Are Growing Safer Constantly 


The railroads have been making an excellent record in the reduction of fatalities. 


The reason for this is to be found in the .fact that railway men have been trained 
to give safety precedence over all other thirtgs. To them the most familiar rule m the 
standard book of railway rules reads: "In"case of doubt or uncertainty, tne safe 
course must be taken." While railway traffic has greatly increased m recent years, 
fatalities on the railroads have bsen decreasing. The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion statistics on this subject for 1921 efe not yet available, but the number of fatali- 
ties in 1920 was the smallest in twenty-two years, although 1920 was a record year for 
heavy traffic. The following comparisons with 1911, covering a ten-year period, tell 
their own story:

train'2,446 miles long. Trespassing a?id automobile grade-crossing accidents contrib- 
ute heavily to th&fatalities on the railroads. In 1920, trespassers fatally injured num- 
bered 2,166, while occupants of automobiles fatally injured numbered 1,273. Together 
these accounted for nearly one-half of,all the fatalities on the railroads during the 
year. Not many would believe that thiere are 'nearly as many persons accidentally 
drowned in a year as are fatally injured on the railroads. The following table lists 
some of the commoner causes of Natalities in the United States in 1920:
